After nearly thirty years of acute 
suffering due to his scientific expert- 
monts, Dr. John Francis Hall-Ha- 
wards, Ghe of the first to follow in the 
path of Roentgen, discoverer of X- 

rays,, died in London, aged 68.

contracted dermatitis, caused by X-

amputation of his left arm and the 
greater part of his right hand.
